general in their terms. 
Great Britain 
will require that <hey be made more 
specific. 
France indicates to the oth­ 
ers that she cannot discuss limitation 
of land armaments unless given spe­ 
cific guarantees of protection. Japan’s 
feeler has to do with racial 
equality 
and matters against which, under an 
international 
statute 
of limitations, 
should be considered as closed inci­ 
dents. 
They wait to hear from each other, 
from their own people, and from this 
country, while Secretary Hughes, un­ 
disturbed, waits 
until 
there is some 
follow-up 
evidence 
of concerted ac­ 
tion, not merely isolated and tentative 
“perhaps.” 
In the meanwhile no one 
is fooling anyone nor even trying to 
do this, while 
this 
by-play is so far 
from being vital objection as to almost 
assure the program to stand practical­ 
ly as now made public. 
First comes limitation of armament, 
which is apt to be last in any settle­ 
ment which may be reached. 
Next 
are Far East questions as to China and 
Siberia with seven 
subheads 
under 
which pretty much anything may be 
discussed, though nothing specific is 
mentioned. 
The 
word 
“Shantung” 
does not appear nor any other which 
might arouse sensitiveness or a feel­ 
ing that any one power more than an­ 
other is at interest. If there is any tar 
on any stick, no one more than anoth­ 
er need claim the stick. 
Territorial integrity, administrative 
integrity (does this mean the same as 
“political 
independence?” ) ; 
open 
door interpreted as equality of com­ 
mercial and 
industrial 
opportunity; 
development of railways; preferential 
railroad rates, and status of existing 
commitments, leave nothing uncover­ 
ed and offer nothing which is an irri­ 
tant. 
To except anything specifically 
from any of these general headings, 
would be much like a plea of guilty.

as they are expected to be, this being 
already almost assured.

TO HIVE CERTIFICATES 


WARNING 
ISSUED 
AGAINST 
PERMITTING ANY O v H ER S 
IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
Jefferson City, Sept. 27.—A warn­ 
ing to all 
superintendents 
and 
school boards in the state with ref­ 
erence to permitting teachers to in­ 
struct in the public schools before 
they have obtained proper certifi­ 
cates to allow* them to teach, 
was 
sent to all school superintendents 
and boards th r w*eek by State Su­ 
perintendent Sam A. Baker. 
Superintendent 
Baker 
pointed 
out to the 
superintendents 
that 
such a practice is contrary to law 
and that if any instances of 
such 
violations 
are 
discovered, action 
would be brought 
against 
the au­ 
thorities. 
He also urged his inspec­ 
tors who have started a state-wide 
inspection of the schools to thor­ 
oughly look into this matter and re­ 
port any violations. 
Superintendent Baker’3 letter to 
the superintendents in 
part 
fol­ 
lows: 
“The ever 
increasing 
demand 
made upon this department to 
is­ 
sue certificates 
to teach 
school 
long after schools 
have 
opened 
leads me to 
believe 
that 
many 
school boards and superintendents 
have failed into the 
practice 
of 
permitting persons to instruct pup­ 
ils in the public 
schools 
without 
first complying to the state laws. 
“I have continually advocated 
a 
high standard of qualification 
for 
teachers,; requiring at 
least 
sixty 
hours of college work above that of 
high school rank before a state cer­ 
tificate will be issued and I am ask­ 
ing your co-operation in this mat­ 
ter. 
“May I call your attention to the 
following section of the state law: 
‘Teachers and 
directors guilty of 
misdemeanor, when—Any 
teacher 
who shall enter a public school in 
this state to teach, govern or dis­ 
cipline the same, before complying 
with the 
provisions 
of 
sections 
11137 and 11160 shall forfeit 
all 
right, title and claim to any com­ 
pensation therefor 
and 
shall 
he 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and published by a fine not to ex 
teed one hundred dollars; and any 
director who shall indorse or 
en­ 
courage said teacher in such unlawr- 
ful conduct shall in like manner be 
deemed guilty 
to 
a misdemeanor 
and punishable by a like fine.’ 
‘‘My inspectors are requested to

Missouri, as w'eli as other 
states, has been lax in tilling her 
appointment quota, and as a result 
all of the national guard allotments 
at West Point have not been filled. 
The governor is to be urged to se­ 
lect the candidates for the military 
academy as 
soon 
as possible, to 
make certain that the state quota 
will be filled.”

work, was formally opened today 
by President Harding. 
Addressing the half hundred in­ 
dustrial, economic and labor lead­ 
ers comprising the conference the 
president described the present in­ 
dustrial depression as a “w’ar in­ 
heritance throughout 
the world,” 
for which as applied to the United 
States he “w'ould 
have 
little en­ 
thusiasm for any proposed relief 
w'hich seeks 
either palliation or 
tonic, from the public treasury.” 
Belief 
was 
expressed 
by 
the 
president that the results of the 
conference 
would 
be felt beyond 
the borders of the United States 
and that the delegates in their de­ 
liberations would be performing “a 
service to the world.” 
“Fundamentally 
sound, finan­ 
cially strong, individually unimpair­ 
ed, commercially 
consistent, 
and 
politically unafraid,” the president 
asserted, “there ought to be work 
for everybody in the United States 
who chooses to work and our con­ 
dition at home and our place in the 
world depends on everybody going 
to work and pursuing it with that 
patriotic and devotion which makes 
for a fortunate and happy people.” 
The president declared that “the 
open, sure and onward way to rid 
the nation of the war aftermath of 
depression 
involved” 
liquidation, 
reorganization, readjustment, rees­ 
tablishment, 
taking 
account of 
things done and sober contempla­ 
tion of things to be done.” 
“Any other way,” he added, “w&a 
only hugging a delusion.” 
The delegates were told by Mr, 
Harding that they had not been in­ 
vited into the conference “to solve 
the long controverted problems of* 
our social system,” and that Secre­ 
tary Hoover, who he had designat­ 
ed as chairman of the conference 
would lay before them the program 
of discussion. 
Secretary 
Hoover declared the 
conference should first determine 
the volume, distribution and char­ 
acter of the 
nation’s 
unemploy­ 
ment, and second evolve a series of 
emergency 
methods 
to meet the 
present situation. 
Remedies for the unemployment 
situation, 
Mr. 
Hoover 
declared, 
must not include 
any 
legislative 
program, and 
there 
must be no 
drain on the public treasury. 
The 
United States, he said, had so far 
escaped the doles and charity meth­ 
ods of foreign nations and should 
seek a mobilization of the coopera­ 
tive action pf manufacturers, em­ 
ployers and 
public 
authorities to 
meet the situation. 
The conference arranged to meet 
this afternoon to consider the re­ 
port of the committee, which im­ 
mediately went into session.

even those who hold to It most firmly 
must be a little disturbed, one v ould 
think, by the frequency with which 
European 
writers 
and 
speakers of 
^eminence are 
pointing

combinations of na­ 
tions in the near future out of which 
IL they are once formed, war must cer­ 
tainly come. 
These combinations are 
seen not as the result of intrigues or of 
diplomats playing a- games of world 
power and so forth but as tim result 
of natural forces inherent, so to speak, 
in the peoples tin ^selves and arising 
largely out of economic conditions. 
For instance, the conviction is grow­
